FRUIT QUARANTINE BILL. 
MR. NEEDHAM'S ATTITUDE.

LORD WOLSELEY’'S MISSION. 

DIPTCT WIRE TO PHE TIMES 1 

LONDON, March 14.—({Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] It was officially announced to- 
day that Field Marshal Lord Wolseley, 
accompanied by Maj. Thorneycroft, will 
sail from) Southampton tomorrow for 
Cape Town. This announcement caused 
the greatest stir and scores of reasons 
are advanced for the move. 

It may be stated positively that Lord 
Wolseley goes to South Africa as envoy 
of King Edward VII. Lord Wolseley 
will not, In any sense, supersede Lord 
Kitchener in command of the South 
African forces. He is too old for such 
active duty as that would necessitate. 
He will, however, make a thorough in- 
vestigation of conditions in South Af- 
rica, and will consult with Kitchener 
and Milner, and report the result of 
his investigations to King Edward. 

This is regarded as one of the most 
important late moves of the war. It is 
known that King Edward seeks to 
bring the struggle to an end before the 
coronation, as he declared some time 
ago would be done, and that he relies 
largely upon the results ef Lord Wolse- 
ley's mission to bring about this result. 

Wolseley will act entirely indepen- 
dently of Lord Kitchener and other 
generals in South Africa. He will carry 
on his investigations on lines laid down 
by himself, in accordance with King 
Edward's own suggestions, and will 
make a confidential report on his re- 
turn.

SAN ANTONIO (Tex.) March 14.—

Nelson, alias Nelson Foster, allies Capt. 
A. N. Freeland, alias John Anderson, 
alias Neilson Porter, wanted for alleged 
bigamy in Los Angeles, Cal.. Portiand, 
Or.; St. Paul, Minn.; Plattsburg, Mo.: 
Fort Scott, Kan.: Salt Lake City, and 
at other points, was arrested here this 
morning, and is now in the City Jail 
on a charge of adultery, made by his 
Plattsburg, Mo., wife, In order to have 
him held, until proper papers can be 
sent from Missouri. 
The woman, on whose complaint Nel- 
son was arrested, was a Mrs. Mary 
A. Parker of Piatt@burg. and was 
married to the prisoner last Septem- 
ber. She had $900 in cash atthe 
time, and she and Nelson started for 
Los Angeles. At Kansas City she 
was abandoned, and has been on the 
trail of her husband ever since. She 
reached San Antonio some weeks ago, 
and secured a situation as clerk in a 
confectionary store. 
This morning, Nelson and a woman 
entered the store, and made some 
purchases, and he was recognized im- 
mediately by his former wife, who fol- 
lowed the couple to the hotel and se- 
cured his arrest. 
The woman with Nelson at the time 
of his arrest was a Mrs. A. E. Mil- 
burn of Fort Scott, Kan.. who mar- 
ried the prisoner two weeks ago, after 
an acquaintance of only a few weeks. 
She is said to be well connected at 
Fort Scott. 
The arrest of Nelson has prostrated 
her, and she is too ill to see reporters. 
Nelson has employed counsel and will 
make an effort for release on habeas 
corpus. He refused to either affirm 
or deny the charge made by the Platts- 
burg wife, and refuses to talk about 
his case. Nelson is about 4 #£years 
old, well dressed, and speaks with a 
slight German accent. 
Mrs. Milburn, his Fort Seott wife, 
stated to the detective that since her 
marriage to Nelson she had given him 
$1500 in money. It is charged that Mra. 
Milburn is Nelson's ninth wife. 

His Local Crime. 
The wholesale bigamist mentioned 
above visited Los Angeles a little over

crime. His loca! victim was a respected 
widow living in a suburban settiement, 
whom he had met several months be- 
fore on a railroad train in the East. 
Aft parting they kept up a corre- 
open ence, by which he pro mar- 
riage and was accepted.

CUBAN COMPROMISE. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.— Members 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
stated with positiveness today that the 
conferences now in progress would re- 
sult in a compromise on the Cuban 
reciprocity issue, probably on the lines 
of a 20-per-cent. concession for one or 
two years.

It was true, he 
eaid, that Gen. Funston and his force 
had acted somewhat in the capacity of 
spies, but what they had done was in 
the line of honorable warfare. ° 

Senator Hoar also spoke at some 
length regarding this provision tn the 
treaty. He referred to Aguinaldo’s 
capture, and eaid that he beliewed the 
adoption of the treaty would have a 
tendency toward elevating the conduct 
of modern warfare. 

Some of the members of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations said re- 
cently that the ratification of this 
treaty would place thip country in ac- 
cord with the highest thought of the 
times, and expressed the hope that the 
treaty would receive the unanimous 
support of the Senate. Those who 
raised questions apropos of the discus- 
sion disclaimed any intention to pre- 
vent favorable action. 

The countries parties to the treaty 
ere Germany. Austria, Belgium, Spain, 
the United States, Mexico, France, 
Great Britain. Greece, Italy, Japan, 
Luxemburg, Montenegro, The Nether- 
lands, Persia, Portugal, Roumania, 
Russia, Servia, Sweden and Norway, 
Turkey and Bulgaria. The visions 
of the treaty are binding only on the 
contracting powers in case of war be- 
,tween two or more of them, and cease 
‘to be binding when a non-contracting 
power joifia either of the belligerents. 

The most important feature of the 
treaty, the contents of which have 
Deen generally known as that prohib- 
iting the use of “dum-dum" bulleta, 
Among other things specially 
tted are: To employ poison or pvis- 
oned arms; to kill or wound treach- 
erously individuals belonging to the 
hosti'e nation or army; to kill o 
wound an enemy, who, having lai4 
down arma, or having no longer means 
of defense, has surrendered at discre- 
tion; to declare that no quarter will 
be given; to employ arms, projec- 
tiles or material of a nature to cause 
superfiuous injury; to make impro 
use of a flag of truce, the nation&i 
fag. or military ensigns and the wen- 
emy's uniform, as well as the distinc 
tive badges of the general convention, 
to destroy or s@ize the enemy's prop- 
erty, unless such destruction or stis- 
ure be imperatively demanded by the 
necessities of war. Ruses of war ané 
the employments of methods necessary 
to obtain information about the enemy 
aes the country are considered allow- 
abie. 

The treaty provides as follows re-~ 
garding spies: An individual can only 
be considered a “py if, acting clan- 
destinely or on false pretenses, he 
obtains or seeks to obtain information 
in the zone of operations of a belliger- 
ent with the intention of communicat- 
ing it to the hostile party. Thus, sol- 
diers not in disguise who have pene- 
trated into the zone of operations of 
a hostile army to obtain information 
are not considered spies. Similarly, 
the following are not considered spies: 
Soldiers or civilians carrying out 
their mission openly, charged with the 
delivery of dispatches destined either 
for their own army or for that of the 
enemy. To this ‘class belong likewise 
individuals sent in balloons to Je- 
liver dispatches and generally to main- 
tain communication between the va- 
rious parts of an army or a territory.

EW LIBRARY BONDS 
UNDER DISCUSSION. 


LIBRARY DIRECTORS FAVOR SITE 
IN PUBLIC PARE. 


City Attorney Says There is No Legal 
Objection to the Use of Central Park 
for Library Purposes—Open-air Read- 
ing Rooms Favored. 


BDarnest consideration was given by 
the Finance Committee yesterday morn- 
ing to the request that an election be 
called to vote $350,000 bonds for the 
erection of a suitable library bulld- 
ing. ll the members of the commit- 
tee are agreci that the necessity for 
such a building is very great, but 
they are not decided that so much 
money is needed for the purpose. It 
was the opinion of the committee that 
some understanding should be had re- 
garding the site for the library before 
the bond proposition is submitted to 
the people. 


After discussing the question, pro 
and con, for some time, it was § de- 
‘cided to postpone action until the 


beard of directors of the Nbrary could 
be consulted, and their wishes regard- 
ing the location of the new bullding 
ascertained. It is not probable that 
any report will be made by the com- 
mittee next Monday. The schoo!-bond 
issue, on which a test of the charter 
dett limitation will be made, now has 
the right of way, and until an initer- 
pretation of the section is obtained 
from the Supreme Court, the Council 
will not act regarding an election for 
the library bonds. 

As far as could be ascertained yes- 


terday. the board of directors is 
anxious that the new library Aullding 
shall be erected in Central =. in 


speaking of the proposition, Chair- 
man J. Ross Clark said: 

“It seems to me that Central Park 
is the place for the new library bulld- 
ing. It has manifold advantages that 
are apparent to every one. One most 
important consideration is that ft 
would eliminate the cost of a site, and 
would enable the city io bulld a fine 
Structure, of which we may well be 
proud, In Central Park a light, airy, 
cheerful and ariistic building could be 
erected. The park groynds surround- 
ing the structure wou be in entire 
harmony with the library, and woutd 
eerve to set off the buliding most ef- 
fectively. If there are no legal ob- 
Jections, and I understand that there 
are none, it seems to me that no more 
suitable site could be found. The 
street-car service is good, as the park 
can be reached by the lines of the Los 


Angeles Railway Company. the Pa- 
cific Electric Railway Company. and 
the Traction Company. Suliabl 


grounds are essential to a good library 
building, and these would be provided 
in Central Park.” 

Chairman Clark wae understood to 
voice the sentiments of the board of 
directors. Miss Mary L. Jones, the 
librarian, is even more enthusiastic 
over the plan which has been  dis- 
cussed so long. Yesterday she said: 

“If the Council will provide for the 
erection of the library building in 
Central Park, and bonds to the amount 
of $350,000 are voted, the city cap have 
a library which will be known a:! over 
the United States. In this cvuwntry, 
where the climate is so salubrious and 
semi-tropical vegetation forms one of 
the chief attractions for eastern vist- 
tors. {t would seem a pity to build a 
library without grounds In 
several Eurepean countries, and e«pe- 
cially in Sweden, park reading-rooms 
are in high favor. They are conducted 
as part of the library system. if a 
library building was erected in Cen- 
tral Park, it would be possible to pro- 
vide for several open-air reading- 
rooms. A patio reading-rmoom could be 
made. and, if desired, a reading-room 
could be planned for the roof. There 
would be plenty of light and air, pleas- 
ant surroundings, and an absence of 
the commervital activiy which would 
be inseparable from a smaller site in 
the business center. 

“Our library is already noted al! over 
the United States. Los Angeles is the 
thirty-sixth city in size, while the li- 
brary stands twenty-sixth in size and 
sixieenth in cireulation. Think of it! 
There are only fifteen cities in the 
United States where the library issues 
as many books on cards as this one. 
If the per capita were considered we 
would stand first among ali the Ii- 
braries. Yet this department ts kept 
tucked away in the upper story of an 
overcrowded City Hall. With a suit- 
able bullding and grounds the library 
would become one of the beast attra - 
ttons of the city.” 

Aifen of the Finance Committee is 
in faver of submitting to a vote cf 
thé people the bond proposition as re- 
quested by the library beard, if it 
proves that $360,000 can be /profitab!y 
expended in the construction of a li- 


brary building. Blanchard of the 
committee is in favor of the “‘en- 
tral Park location. He said: 


“My idea is that a library building 
in Central Park would be a fine thing 
for Los Angeles. It is a beauty spot 
and a library would fit in splendidly.” 

“| should like to see a fime library 
buliding located in Central Park,” sa:4 
Allen. “It is the artistic that we ex- 
pect in library buildings, and the 
would afford the right atmosphere for 
the library. e most attractive thing 
about Redlands is a charming ii'tie 
library with attractive grounds and 
broad esplanades.” 

“Options should be secured on some 


site before action ie tuken,’ said 
Pierce. “A building might ere ted 
on the Spring-street school tot. ‘The 
lower floor could be used for tes, 


the second for offices and the top floors 
for the library. | am not directly op- 
posed to the Central Park plan, but 


1 am not certain that the city has the 
right to put the library there.” 
City Attorney Alathews and Vepu- 


ties Goudge and Hewltt believe that 
there is no legal objection to the ure 
of Centra! Park as a library site. The 
park was not donated to the city, as 
has been supposed, and then dedi «ited 
a8 4 park, but, has alWays been owned 
by the city. It was one of the original 
blocks of Ord’s survey, and the crai- 
nance s:@s that it wes dedivaced 
@ pubiic place for the purpos*s of tlic 
people in general. 


SALARY SCHEDULE. 
WATER DEPARTMENT PAY ROLL. 

An*“executive session of the Finance 
Committee was held yesterday at noon 
to consider the pay roll of the water 
department. Three sample schedules 
were before the committee, and these 
were used as a basis for computing 
the salary which the men tn the de- 
partment should receive. As the men 
work fewer hours since the city se- 
cured the plant, it is probable tiat 
quite a reduction will be made in the 
pay roll. 

Chairman Allen has a copy of ‘he 
pay sheet of the Los Angeles Water 
Company, a copy of the ordinance 
passed by the Council some time ax», 
when provision was made for a rmu- 
niclpal water department and a -alary 
list suggested by the Water Commis- 
sion. It is probable that the Counci? 
will hew very close to the fixed 
in the latter schedule 

The ordimance establishing the de- 
partment fixes the salary of the ru- 
perinterment at $5000, and that of the 
auditor at $2000. Including these items 
the pay roll as suggested by the W ‘er 
Commission would amount to $2968.32 
a month. The demands of day l!abor- 
ers who are paid $2 and $3 a day, will 
amount to about 51000 more on the av- 


erage. The list is as follows:

DEED TO PROPERTY. 
SUNSET BOULEVARD PROJECT. 
Assurance has been given by the 

Council that al! possible expedition will 
be employed in the paseage of neces- 
sary legisiation for the construction 
of Sunset boulevard within the city 
limits. H. J. Whitley, Griffith J. Grif- 
fith, and other property-owners direct- 
ly interested in the boulevard project 
were before the Board of Public Works 
yesterday. President E. P. Clark of 
the Los Angeles-Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany represented that corporation. 

On Monday the board will recom- 
mend to the Councti the acceptance of 
a aeed from property_owners to a strip 
100 feet wide, mainly across acreage 
property from Mohawk etree: in the 
Washington Heights tract to Miche!. 
torena street. This strip of land 15 
dedicaied as a boulevard, subject to 
the exclusive use of pwenty-five feet in 
the center of the bohievard for street 
railway purposes by the Los Angeles- 
Pacific Railroad Company. 

Al present the company owns a right 
of way in fee simple. This will be re- 
linquished, and the strip in the center 
of the boulevard accepted in exchange. 
This plan was agreed to by the prop- 
erty owners, as they did not, feel that 
they could bear the whole expense of 
putting the boulevard on a railroad 
grade. Ky giving the ratiway com- 
pany a right of way along the boule- 
vard, the expense has been lessened 25 
per cent. 

With the deed was filed a communi- 
vation from the Los Angeiles-lPacific 
Re-lvoad Company assenting to ‘he 
dedication of the entire street for 
boulevard purposes, and expressly ded- 
icating the tweaty-five-foot atrip which 
will be used by the railway company, 
reserving the exclusive right to con- 
siruct and ferever to maintain and 
operate upon said strip a double-track 
eleciric railway It is provided that 
the right to lay tracks shail be under- 
stood to hav: been given pricr to the 
time of dedicetion, and that the Los 
Ange! s-Pacific Company 
shall not ve required to obtain a fran- 
chiee. The company further stipulates 
that ite city shail have no power to 
grant t) any one the use of any por- 
tion of the track by the payment of 
one-half ihe cost of conetruction under 
the State five-block law. 

The new boulevard will be a_ great 
improvement, and will particularly 
benefit the Hollywood section of the 
county. The route outlined on the 
maps accompanying the deed is more 
direct than the old tines of the street, 
and by Including the railroad excellent 
traffic grades will be obtained. 

City Engineer Stafford has been in- 
structed to proceed at once to esta>- 
lish the grade of the boulevard bhe- 
tween Douglas street and the city 
limits. 

GARVANZA FRANCHISE. 

With certain changes resiric- 
tions, the Board of Public Works yes- 
terday agreed to favorably report a 
notice of sale for a street-car fran- 
chise over Avenue 64 in Garvanza from 
the right of way of the Pasadena clec- 
line to the northern city linmuts. 
For a time at least the road will be 
operaied by mule or horse power, al- 
though it is the belief of the Council- 
men that eventually the franchise will 
form the basis of a firsi-class electric 
line to Pasadena. 

The Campbell-Johnston brothers are 
the petitioners, and they state that the 
primary purpose of the road is to carry 
passengers from (iarvanza to the 
Church of the Angels, a ehape!l charm- 
ingly situated on what is known ae the 


mountain road. Considerable discussion | 


was provoked by a clause which gives 
the grantee of the franchise right to 
haul gravel. Several citizens of Gar- 
vanza appeared to protest against the 
granting of a franchise for a mule line 
They declared that they had signed a 
petition for the franchise with the un- 
derstanding that a first-class electric 
round wan to be bullt 
Garvanza they declared that 
wanted the best or nothing. They said 
that they are opposed to the granting 
of a privilege which will allow the 
hauling of gravel. After much detiber- 
ation the board decided to offer the 
concession for saie, 

The franchise asked for is for a term 
of forty years. 
lowing provisions: 

‘The cars on the road ehal!l be used 
only for the transportation of passen- 
gers and the United States mall pack- 


ages, bag@age and express, 
that not more than one car on any 
one train shall be used for catrying 


said baggage or express; said grantee 
may transport at night gravel or other 


road material for use on the pubttc 
highways during the hours from 9 
o'clock p.m. to 5 o'clock a.m.”

p.m. In other respects the franchise 
provisions are much the satne aa thore 


in similar concessions heretofore 
granted, with two important excep- 
tions. Cine provision reads 

“The City Counci] hereby reserves 
the right te reject any and all bids 
‘nd this franchiee tse offered on the 
express cendition and understanding 
that the bidders therefor shall have 


po vested rights in and to the game

To prevent any 
dificulty that characterized the last 
franchise bidding the following previ- 
sion will algo be inserted: 

“That as an evidence of good faith 
no person, firm or corporation shall 
offer, nor shall the City Couneil re- 
ceive any bid, whether sealed = or 
otherwise unt!] said person, firm or 
corporation shall have deposited with 
the City Clerk a certified check in the 
sum of at least 20 per cent. of his or 
its bid.” 

While it is not probable that there 
will be any spirited competition for 
the Garvanza franchise, the Council 
intends to teat its right to impose such 
conditions, in order to guide its action 
in again offering for sale the very 
valuable concessions which have been 
asked by other corporations. 

PAVING BROADWAY. 

Atfer consideration the board has 
decided to recommend to the Council 
that two separate ordinances for pav- 
ing Broadway be paseed. It was de- 
cided yesterday to ask the City Enet- 
neer to bring tn an ordinance of In- 
tention for the paving of Broadway 
from Seventh to Main street. and an- 
other ordinance for the repaving of 
Broadway from Second to Seventh 
street. 

The board wil! recommend that Sec- 
ond street from Boylston to Figueroa 
street«, be made an eighty-foot street, 
in order to eradicate certain engineer- 
ing defects in the lines.

Manager James F. Morley of the 
Los Angeles Baseball Club yesterday 
sent the Council and city officials an 
invitation to take part in the parade 
on the occasion of the opening of the 
baseball season at Washington Gar- 
dens, April 5.

HOLDING UP POWERS. 


Jury Took No Stock in Fine Story 
of Defense and Damned the Testi- 
mony of Convicts Myrtle and Case 
in Ten Minutes. 


Guilty of robbery—that wu as the ver- 
dict of the jury yesterday afternoon in 
the Kelly case, 

It took the jurors but little more than 
fen minutes to make up their minds 
after once they had retired, notwith- 
standing the fact that the lawyers ar- 
Sued at them in a steady stream for 


two days. Deputy Distric: Attorney 
McComas concluded for the prosech- 
tion just about noon, and. after the 


eourt’s instructions, the jury went out 
at 12:23 pm. Dinner was the firs: 
thing to dispose ef. and it was not un- 
til a few minutes before 2 o'clock that 
the first bellot was caat.

He tried to make the jury  belleve 
that he was in his room on Aliso street 
at the time of the robbery—and to 
support this contention his pals in the 
performance, Myrtle and Case, were 
brought back from Folsom Peniten- 
tary, where they are serving life sen- 
tences for robbing Maj. Klokke. to tes- 
tify that Kelly was not «along when 
they robbed Powers, bur that they were 


assisted by a mysterious man named 
Badger. 
Attorney Powers was certain, how- 


ever, in his identification of Kelly, and 
the prosecution proved that the Badger 
story was a designing fable. 

On Thursday the District Attorney 
learned that there was a man named 
Badger sick in Santa Barbara. Post 
haste went a detective to that city to 
confer with the man. and it was found 
that he was the Tom Badger, who is 
well known by the local police authori- 
ties, but Badger denied that he was 
| ever with Myrtle and Case in this city 
during January, and advanced an alibi. 

The joke about all this Badger talk 
by the “jail birds” for the defense is 
that Badger is « much bigger man 
than Kelly, and, on ao dark night even, 
one could not be mistaken for the 
other jut description, as 
given by the defendant and the “life” 
men, was not the deseription of the 
SBantg Barbara Badgecr—their Bade@eer 
looked too much like Kelly.

Had I known that Myrtle and 
(‘ase were trying to gaddle part of 
their dirty work on me, I would have 
come to Los Angeles of my own free 
will to face the charge. Steele did not 
need any warrant to bring me here, 
as I wae anxious to come as s004 ax 
“ informed me of what had taken 
place.” 

Badger is still badiy crippled from 
the result of his recent accident, and 
is cecupying a cot in the Receiving 
Hopital, aithough he is practically a 
prisoner while his recent movements 
and acts are being looked up. He has 
served several terms in State's prison 
for various offenses, but the police be- 
lieve he is telling the truth when he 
denies that he was an accomplice of 
Myrtle and Case, the highway robbers.

City Attorney Mathews filed an affi- 
davit to the effeet that the municipal- 
ity had no intention of harrassing ‘he 
workmen in their efforts to erect the 
plant nor of wronging the petitioner. 

On behalf of the city it is argued 
that a court of equity has no juriedic- 
tion in the premises, and for that rea- 
son a perpetual injunction should be 
denied.

PAVING BOOM 


Improved at Once. 


Big Force Rushing Work 
an Seventh Street. 


Prospects are for Numerous. 
Extensions of Asphalt Area 
in Near Future. 


A paving boom Is on In Los Angeles. 
After two years of comparative in- 
difference, a revival has just begun, 
which promises to result in great ma- 
terial improvement for Los Angeles. 
Work has been started with a vim on 
Seventh street, having been delayed 
several weeks by the rains. The con- 
tract includes Seventh street between 
Main and Figueroa streets, and will 
probably be completed inside of three 
months. The Alcatraz company is exe- 
cuting this work, which will cost in the 
neighborhood of $25,000, or $5000 a block.

SCHOOLS AND TEACHERS. 


A ditch is being dug around a lone 
shade tree in the High School yard to 
avoid the appearance of planting thir- 
teen trees. The announcement has been 
made to the school that fourteen trees 
will be planted the first week in April, 
and, as the schoo! has been waiting ten 
years for the event, there will be a joy- 
ful christening.

HOW THEY Do IT. 
The process of construction is thor- 
ough and interesting. After excavating 
the earth, foundation is made,firm by 
the pressuré of a twenty-two-ton 
steam roller. Five inches of concrete 
is then laid and tamped down. This 
mixture is composed of six parts of 
crushed granite, three parts of sand 
and one part of cement. The binder 
comes next, being composed of § as- 
phakic cement and emall rocks. It 
is heated to 250 deg. Fahr., and when 
fully compressed, must be at least an 
inch in thickness. 
The wearing surface must be two 
inches thick, after having been 
treated to long-comtinued pressure and 
smoothing by a heated steam roller. 
The surface is smeared with cement 
dust, and after cooling is ready to 
stand the wear and tear of travel for 
a decade.

Mr. Bishop 
is Nike us in his belief in advertis- 
ing, and advertising is what makes 
the success nowadays.

OUT-OF-THE-WAY PLACES IN 
AN OCEAN STEAMER.

N THIS series of articles I do not 

propose to take my readers over the 

traveled paths of Europe, paths worn 
smooth by the feet of an ever-increas- 
ing multitude of tourists, but to find 
for them, if I may, some unbeaten 
tracks in the lands across the seas. 
This may be thought a Wifficult task in 
these days of Cook's tours and per- 
sonally conducted parties, but the task 
which calls me to Europe will make it 
easier than it otherwise could be to 
get into “fresh fields and pastures 
new.” For my duties here at the pres- 
ent time are chiefly to aid the churches 
in many lands that desire to establish 
the Christian Endeavor movement 
where it has not yet fully taken root;
